However, many d e lu d e singers, consid 
ering that her style must be one of the 
good things which come to us from Eu­ 
rope, strove, but too successfully, to im ­ 
itate it. 
When I was studying vocal music, 
great care was taken to impress upou 
my mind the extreme importance and 
beau v of a firm, pure aud steady tone, 
w ith its gradual crescendo aud dimiuu 
eudo. 
Ah, with what infinite pains I 
tried to produce my notes without a 
shallow of wavering or change of quul 
ity I Aud now to think that the beauti­ 
ful soeteuuto is considered of but small 
account by so many people w ho, I main 
tam, ought to know tufter!

Among the best of vocalists belong!ug 
to our city and its vicinity this tremolo 
is often adopted.

It 
is more than disagreeable on the stage 
and iii tho parlor. 
It is beyond endur­ 
ance when it obtrudes itself in the 
church service.
